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REMARKS 

This Amendment is in reply to the non-final Office Action dated April 30, 2007. 
Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for careful review and consideration of this application. 

In the Action, claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8-10, 12 and 13 were rejected. Claims 3, 5, 7 and 11 were 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were noted as being allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. Applicant amends claims 1, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12. Claims 2, 3, 5, 7 
and 11 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1, 4, 6, 8-10 and 12-13 remain 
pending in the present application. In light of the foregoing amendments and the following 
remarks, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the pending rejections and advancement 
of this application to allowance. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 8 and 12 were rejected under § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite. In 
particular, the Office Action states that the limitations "detecting a logic 1 when the number of 
transitions are substantially before the bit-center" and "detecting a logic 0 when the number of 
transitions are substantially after the bit-center" are unclear. 

Claims 8 and 12 are amended to clarify the claimed subject matter. These amendments 
are supported at least by the table at page 16 of the specification. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection. 

It is noted that the amendments discussed in this section were not made to overcome art 
based rejections. Accordingly, such amendments should not be construed in a limiting manner. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The following § 103 obviousness rejections have been made in the Office Action: 
• Claims 1, 6 and 10 - Eng (U.S. Patent No. 5,963,557) in view of Lee (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,627,828); 
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• Claims 2 and 4 - Eng and Lee and further in view of Fitzrandolph (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,757,324); 

• Claims 8 and 12 - Eng and Lee and further in view of Fitzrandolph and Philips 
Semiconductors; and 

• Claim 9 and 13 - Eng and Lee and further in view of Bandy et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,625,464). 

Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections, and Applicant does not concede the correctness 
of these rejections. 

However, in order to advance prosecution, Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 
4, 6, and 10 to include subject matter from dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 7 and 11, respectively. The 
Office Action indicates that claims 3, 5, 7 and 11 recite allowable subject matter. Therefore, 
claims 1, 4, 6 and 10, which include the limitations of 2, 3, 5, 7 and 1 1, respectively, are 
allowable. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections. 

Claims 8, 9, 12 and 13 all depend from claims 6 and 10, respectively, and are allowable 
over the art of record for at least the same reasons as claims 6 and 10. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 5, 7 and 1 1 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's 
assistance in identifying allowable subject matter. All claims are in condition for allowance. 



Conclusion 
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This response is believed to be responsive to all points raised in the Office Action. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of all of the 
currently pending claims.
